Extinction in China 


UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. 
(RNS) — The Red Guards are 
making life harder than ever 
for- 10 million Chinese 
Muslims and the remaining 
vestiges of Christianity. 

This is a diplomatic con-. 
-sensus here, pieced together 
from on-the-spot ‘wall Poster 
"' diplomatic travelers 
in Communist China, and 
boastful admissions broadcast 
by various local radio sta- 
tions on the China mainland._ 

They all point to the fact 
that with the growing 
rampage of the ‘proletarian 
cultural revolution’ unleashed 
by Chairman Mao Tse-tung, 
the facade of religious toler- 
ance in Communist China has 
crumbled. It is clear now, 
diplomatic informants 
that Buddhists, Chris- 
tians and Muslims alike suffer 


The insecurity of the once 
seemingly promoted Chinese 
Muslims, who were to attract 
cooperation for the regime in 
the Moslem-dominat coun- 
tries of Asia and Africa, has 
particularly increased since 
the Red Guards declared war 
on “all old ideals, culture, 
customs and habits.’

At a local Protestant 
church, the same source con- 
tinued, the interior was rear- 
ranged and a larger-than-life 


bust of Mao Tse-tung placed™ 


in the center. Pictures of Mao 
and other “cultural revolu- 
tion” leaders, as well as red 
flags and banners were hung 
on the walls. 


Mrs, Sallee Dies 


Mrs. W. Eugene Sallee, of 
Waco, Tex., emeritus South- 
ern Baptist missionary to 
China, died Wednesday, 
March 1, the day after her 
90th. birthday. Funeral serv- 
ices were to be held at First 
Baptist Church, Waco, off 
Thursday afternoon, March 2. 

Mrs Sallée and her husband 
(who died in 1931) were pio. 
neer Southern Baptist mis- 
sionaries in interior China, 
where they began Southern 
Baptist mission work in Kai- 
feng, capital of Honan Prov- 
ince. Mrs. Sallee directed or 
taught in a number of Bap- 
tist schools, including Kaifeng 
Baptist College, which she 
and Dr. Sallee established. 
She was cited by the gover- 
nor of the province for her 
work jn famine relief. 


Interned by the Japanese 


- during World War II, she was 


repatriated to the States in 
1942. She retired in 1947, aft- 
er 42 years of mission serv- 
ice. 

The former Annie Jenkins, 
Mrs. Sallee Game from a 
prominent Texas Baptist-fam- 
ily. Her grandfather, James 
R. Jenkins, helped bring the 
first Baptist home missionar- 
ies to Texas, during the days

rupted attention to every 
available opportunity of serv- 
iee and all sources of support. 

“Unfortunately, I cannot 
continue to offer that sort of 
aggressive leadership,” Ed- 
munds said in‘the letter of 
resignation to. board chair- 
man Doyle. E. Carlton, for- 
mer governor of Florida. 

Edmunds also said he need- 
ed to spend more time in the 
management of timber hofd- 
ings in California, in fairness 
to the families of two business 
associates who have looked 
after his business affairs in 
California while he devoted 
his- time to college affairs in 
Florida. 

Edmunds did not mention 
the recent controversy be- 
tween Stetson and the Florida 
Baptist Convention which 
developed last year when 
Stetson accepted two govern- 
ment grants for building con- 
struction. 

- Although the school is not 
owned by the convention but 
rather is eontrolled by a pri- 
vate self - perpetuating board 
nominated by the convention, 
many Florida Baptists strong- 
ly opposed the federal grants. 

At the convention in No- 
vember, Stetson’s budget al- 
location was reduced, and a 
motion was. adopted saying 
all budget support would be 
dropped from any Baptist in- 
stitution which accep’ 
eral Zranfs inthe future. 

Edmynds, in speeches and 
‘im articles, has been a strong 
advocate of federal aid to 
Baptist colleges and univer- 
sities, maintaining it does not 
violate the Baptist- view of the 
principle. of separation of 
church’ and state.

S’eastern Changes 


Degree Name 

WAKE FOREST, N. C., 
(BP) —The board of trustees 
for Southeastern Seminary 
here voted to change the 
name of the seminary’s basic 
degree from ‘“‘bachelor of di- 
vinity” to “master. of 
divinity.” 

The action was taken upon 
the recommendation of the 
seminary’s faculty and is in 
accord with the recommenda- 
tion of the American Associa- 
tion of Theological Schools. 

The new degree will require 
three years of study beyond 
the bachelor of arts or sci- 
ence degree from a college or 
university. It will combine 
professional training and 
graduate study. 

The master of theology de- 
gree will be maintained for 
the seminary’s graduate pro- 
gram. The new nomenclature 
will become effective with the 
fall semester of 1967.

LOS ANGELES (C-SNS) — 
The 19th National Conference 
on Church and State closed 
here Feb. 15 with a California 


_ attorney descriting the wall 


of separation between church 
and state as one that is still 
unfinished. 


Warren L. Johns of Sac- - 


ramento, attorney for the Cal- 
ifornia Church-State Council, 
termed the ‘‘criminal-for-a- 
day’’ concept of Sunday clos- 
ing laws a ‘‘gaping"’ hole in 
a yet unfinished wal! of sepa- 
ration."" Mr. Johns gave the 
last major address of the 
meeting held here Feb. 14, 15. 

The conference was spon- 
sored by Americans United 
. for Separation of Church .and 
State. More than 800 persons 
from all across the country 
attended the two-day meeting. 
The organization has head- 
quarters in Washington, D. C. 
and operates three regional 
offices, one of which is lo- 
cated in this Pacific coast 
city. 

Mr. Johns told. his audi- 
ence: ‘‘No law forces stores 
to open or- men to work on 
Sunday. It is incongrous to 
force closing with the sting 
of criminal sanctions."’ He 
added that such laws ‘“‘are a 
vestigal remnant of colonial-. 
age bigotry and religious in- 
tolerance.” 

Franklin C. Salisbury of 
Washington, D. C., general 
counsel for Americans Unit- 
ed, told the conference that 
the conflict for religious lib- 
erty has reached the famous 
point in the Trojan “War 
where things looked all right 
but were not. ; ‘ 

“Many fail to recognize the 
danger of the deceiving wood- 
en horse of ecumenism,"’ he 
said, ‘‘They do not recognize 
the agents who speak the 
praises of inter-church peace 
as a wedge for war on the 
constitutional principle of se- 
aration of church and state.’’

. .In a February 6. mes- 
sage to Congress, President 
Johnson recommended feder- 
al grants to states, cities, and 
regional and metropolitan 
bedies to assist them «to de- 
velop better police, courts, 
and correctional systems. To 
deal with the growing prob- 
lem of alcoholism, the mes- - 
sage recommended “that 
drunkenness should be fe- . 
garded as a criminal of- 
-fense only when it is accom- 
panied by disorderly conduct. 
Today, one-third of all arrests 
are for drunkenness. Two mil- 
lion arrests for drunkenness 
burden the police, clog the ~ 
lower courts, and-crowd 
places of detention. If, in- 
stead of treating drunkenness 
as~an ordinarye crime, local 
authorities chose to create a 
civil . detoxification. program, 
the consequences of that 
choice would be felt through- 
out the law enforcement and 
correction system.” :

World War II, according to a 
Newsweek report (February 
13, 1967 issue). Marriages of 
long duration are experienc- 
ing more divorces currently, 
with forty percent of all rup- 
tured marriages today having 
lasted ten years or more.

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New Grading System Set By SBC Age 


_ ‘NASHVILLE (BP) — Three 
agencies of the Southern Bap- 
tist Convention have joined in 
presentation of a new grading 
system for. church program 
organizations in Baptist 
churches. = 

The grading system, to take 
effect Oct. 1, 1970. has been 
approved by the elected mem- 
bers of the Southern Baptist 
Woman's Missionary Union, 
the SBC Brotherhood Commis- 
sion, and the Southern Bap- 
tist Sunday. School Board. 

The new plan of grading 


will affect persons from birth - 


through age 17 (graduation 
from_high school). Generally, 
the plan follows grading used 
by public school systems. 

(During a meeting of the 
SBC Sunday School Board 
here, one of the elected board 
members said that the recep- 
tion of the new system by 
most SBC clHiurches will prob- 
ably be like a present tele- 
vision commercial: ‘What 
took you so long.” 


The new plan calls for four 
essential divisions for each 
church, no matter how small 4 
or how large: preschool divi- 
sion — birth through 5 (en- 
trance into school); children’s 
division — age 6 (grade 1) 
through age 11 (grade 6 
youth division—age 12 fgrade 
7) through age 17 (grade 12); 
and persons beyond 17. 

Further work is being done 


on the grading patterns with- 
in the latter division. < 
An example of the options 
available to a church is shown 
in the children’s . division. 
Those age 6 through 1! could 
be grouped together in one 


“group in a small church. A 


second pattern wouidl have 
ages 6 through 8 grouped to- 
gether, and ages.9 through 11 
together. A third arrange- 
ment would group ages 6 and 


* 


7, 8 and 9, and 10 and il. 
The fourth pattern would 


“have every age from 6 
through 11 in a_ separate 
group. : 

Churches may move from 


any ‘one of the patterns to 
any of the others, and may 
have different patterns for 
different divisions, depending 
upon the numbers of people 
represented in the various 
age groups.

the SBC Annuity Board start- 
ed keeping statistics on the 
causes of death. Previous 
high was in 1964 when 70 per 
cent of the deaths Were at- 
tributed to heart conditions. 


Recollections Of The Baptist Record 
Under Editor P. I Lipsey, Part IV 


By John J. Lipsey 

When, in April of 1912, I 
-eame to be my father's, Edi- 
_tor P. I. Lipsey’s, hired hand 
on The Baptist Record, at 
Jackson, Mississippi, my 
duties were to do whatever he 
told me to do. I did not clean 
the windows and scrub the 
. floor and polish up the handle 
of the big front door, but I 
did practically everything else 
that was to be done—within 
my limitations. I fetch the 
mail, I ran errands, I greeted 
visitors, I opened the mail, 
answered what cor- 
respondence I could, entered 
subscriptions, mailed receipts, 
deposited the little money we 
took in, did what crude book- 
keeping we did, made a list 
of the advertisements that 
were to go into each issue, 
sold some of the remainders

of books bought long ago — 
selling- them at half price or 
less; and ‘‘sat’’ the office 
when -he was away. 

One of the first chores as- 
signed. to me was sending out 
statements on postal cards for 
past - due subscriptions. (In 
those days a subscription was 
considered to be in effect un- 
til the subscriber wrote in to 
say stop.) Some of these sub- 
scribers, as I have said, were 
five years in arrears. For 
these I bought some ‘‘collec- 
tion letters’’ and got tough, 
though we never sued any- 
body. The results from théS¢ 
were satisfactory, often en- 
abling us to keep on paying 
the printers. 

Few will remember now, I 
suppose, that the years be- 
tween 1912 and 1917 were in 
the South years of depression.

They were especially so with 
persons of limited capital and 
experience, such as ourselves, 
persons bent on expanding a 
trifling business. Cotton Was 
so cheap that Jackson busi- 
ness men each agreed to (and 
did) buy a bale of the fibre 
at 10 cents a pound, well 
above the market - price, to 
help the farmers get the price 
boosted. These bales were set 
on the sidewalks of the places 
of business. Cotton was so 
cheap that it was not worth 
stealing. The Baptist Record’s 
bale was standing in front of 
our store and office at that 
time at 160 East Capitol St., 
until I went to the war in 
Texas. I wonder what became 
of it. This néble’ experiment 
failed, but after war was de- 
clared in April of 1917, busi- 
ness picked up: However, the 
pick - up came too late 


on the second floor of the 
Capitol National Bank Build- 
ing: One day, efrly in No- 


vember of 1912 (I think), we- 


did not have enough money 
on hand or in sight to pay the 
printer for printing next 


week's paper. Father and I - 


were both depressed. That 
night .I took to our home in 
Clinton some mail I had not 
had time to look over. One of 
these pieces of mail was a 
letter from the John C. Win- 
ston Company of Philadelphia, 
which enclosed a picture of a 
Bible the company was offer- 
ing at $1.15 a copy, postpaid. 
It was a handsome - looking 
book, full morocco, divinity 
circuit, réd under gold edges, 


with “helps” in the back. I~ 


do not know how Winston was 
able to offer such a book (it 
turned out to-be as described 
and pictured) at such a price, 
even then. They may have 
been as hard-up as we were. 
I dreamed about that beau- 
tiful Bible all night. Next 
morning I asked Father if he 
would be willing-te-offer that 
book as a premium with a 
year’s new or renewal sub- 
scription to The Record for a 
total of $2.50. This would rep- 
resent a loss, on paper, of 65 
eents. Bute we were paying 
agents 50c commission on re- 
newals and $1.00 on new sub- 
scriptions, at $2.00 a year. Fa- 
ther was dubious but game. 
That very morning I_wired 
“Winston to send ys the beau- 
tiful cut of the Bible: When it 
came, I had printed on slick 


paper 5,000 (f think) circulars | 


advertising the offer, and I 
ran the same cut and offer in 
‘The Record. That was one of 
the most successful promo- 
tions I ever had anything to 
do with. Hundreds of, maybe 


“a thousand, replies and re- 


-mittances came in. These 
beautiful Bibles made wonder- 
ful- gifts at Christmas. I ad- 
dressed the labels and orders

authorize the loan. 

Hamm had help on another 


almost impossible task — ob-— 


taining permission to use por- 
tions of the 19 or 20 copy- 
right scripture translations. 

Early in the effort, Hamm 
had interested Southwestern 
Seminary - Professor William 
Rossell in the project, and 
Rossell had obtained all but 
three cdpyright . permissios 
before his untimely death. 

Vaughn succeeded ~Rosgell 
on the project, obtaining the 
remaining copyright permis- 
sions and finding 15 persons 
who would make up the edi- 
torial board — those who 
would do the actual work of 
comparing the scripture 
translations. 

Each member of the edi- 
torial board took the King 
James translation line for 
line and examined each of the 
other 25 translations to de- 
termine which four or five 
versions best explained the 
actual meaning of the scrip- 
ture. ar otelen a ye” s 

When each editorial, board 
member finished his task he 
mailed his work to Vaughn 
who édited the entire manu- 
‘script. He has spent two years 
on the project in addition to 
his seminary teaching sched- 
ule and speaking assign- 
ments. 

Vaughn and Hamm said 
. the editorial board is interna- 

tional in scope, and that each, 

number is a person of ‘con- 
’ servative convictions concern- 


ing biblical, -. interpretation. - 


Members were recruited in 
New Zealand, Great Britain, 
Canada, and the United 
States. 

There were three Southern 
Baptists on the editorial 
beard, an American Baptist, 
a ‘Conservative Baptist, a 
Presbyterian, an Anglican, a 
Lutheran, a Mennonite, and 
others. 

Vaughn said the book will 
be especially valuable to Sun- 
day School teachers, ministers 
and Bible teachers so that 
they can take a text and 
make several comparisons.

The Purpose of 
Christian Growth 
I Peter 271-3 

The Christian life ig made 
possible because of e dy- 
namic experience with Christ 
in salvation. The first chapter 
of I Peter describes the ne- 
cessity of a Christ-filled. life. 
After the life of the Chris- 
tian is made different by birth 
from above, then God expects 
that life to grow and mature 
according to His will. This 
growth is not automatic, but 
comes because of proper han- 
dling and conditions. In this 
passage Peter sets forth what 
the Christian must do to 
grow properly. 

Peter says there are some 
evil things that must be 
stripped off the Christian like 
soiled or polluted garments if 
proper growth is achieved.

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Pioneer Missionary. 
Honored In Brazil 


Solomon Ginsburg Street, a 
main artery of Sao Fidelis, 
Brazil, runs past the Second 
Baptist Church of the city. It 
honors Southern Baptist Mis- 
sionary Solomon L. Ginsburg, 
who 73 years ago was arrest- 
ed and jailed for preaching 
the gospel in Sao Fidelis, lo- 
cated in the state of Rio de 
Janeiro. 


The street: was named for 
Mr. Ginsburg during recent 
anniversary celebrations of 
Sao Fidelis. , 

Son of a Jewish rabbi, Mr. 
Ginsburg was born in Ppland, 
educated in Germany, and 
converted to Christianity in 
England. He went to Brazil 
in 1890, came in contact with 
Southern Baptist missionar- 
ies, and hecame a Baptist. 

He served under the For- 
eign Mission Board from 1892 
until his death in 1927, en- 
gaging in an evangelistic min- 
istry that took him through- 
out Brazil. He helped estab- 


lish: the North Brazil Baptist 
Theological Seminary, in Re- 
cife, Pernambuco, pioneered - 
in Baptist publication work, 
-and translated more than 100 
hymns in Portuguese. «© . 

He related his life story in 
A Wandering Jew in Brazil 


(Sunday School Board of the 
Southern Baptist Convention, 
1921). Recounting the perse- 
cution in Sao Fidelis, he said 


, that when he was forbidden to 
“preach he told the chief of 


police Baptists do not accept 
orders from civil autkorities — 
in matters of religion, for they 
have orders from a higher 
authority. Then he took out 
his New Testament and read 
Jesus’ words in Matthew 
18-19: ‘‘All power is given un- 
to me in heaven and in earth. 
Go ye therefore, and teach 
all nations.” His case came 
to the attention of the gover- 
nor of the state, who halted 
the persecution.
